Wabhinoton, June 10.— Roar Admiral 
Luce, commanding the North Atlantic 
squadron, called on the officials of the state 
department ttMiay to consult about matters 
relating to the proposed cruise of the squad- 
ron in Canmlian waters.

MnnnaPOUa, Mina, June 10.— Wheat 
receipts but week were the largest ever 
known in Minneapolis during any week in 
June. The aggregate was a little more than 
a million bushels, against yVW.fKW a year 
ago. Shipments were also the largest ever 
known in the history of the chamlK-r of com- 
merce. The recent .advance In wheat has 
not helped flour any, and while millers hold 
out for former prioes they are not always 
obtainable. Fifteen milU, with a t4)tal 
capacity of SS,000 barrels, have been grind- 
ing out aO,000, whioh shows that production 
Is not being pushed. The foreign demand is 
dull, and the stock both at home and abrc^ 
is largely in excess of requirements. Good 
rains have improvaa orop prospsoti fsner- 
ally. •

That was 
lha "tail end" of the tlokol, It to tma, 
but the colored Republicans were very 
modest, considering that they poll nearly 
one-half of that party's vote in this State. 
They didn't ask for much, but they didn't 
get what little they wanted. While the 
ballot was being taken for this olBoe, the 
OoarierJonmal says: 

"Oaadidata Eugene Evans, colored, 
arose: Mr. Chairman, I have noticed 
the vote of the chairmen of the different 
eommltteee ■• they bare ebanged H from 
Brown to Tinsley. I left the pulpit to 
take the stump for the Republican party 
at the risk ot my life. Dr. Hnnter was 
elected, and the colored men who voted 
for him were ostracised ; still tliey stood 
by the party. I hesitated to allow my 

name to be presented, and did not until I 
beard the names of the Irishmen eulo- 
gized. The poeitlon you have taken is 
not satiafactory to the colored people. I 
remember the song, "Hark, from the 
tombs a doleful sound." These gentle- 
men have changed their votes for the 
purpose of defeating me because I am a 
<' >l<>ie<l Mian. When, after the war, the 
Confederates returned home they were 
received with open arms. I warn yoa 
that if you wish to turn the rascals out 
you must be aa careful of the colored 
vote as of the Irish or German. Had yon 
recognized my race, it would have been 
an inspiration to all of us to vote the Re- 
pnbUean ticket I don't propose to with- 
draw from the Republican party, but it 
has placed itself on record. But mark well 
the road you are pursuing if you want your 
candidate for Governor to reach Frank- 
fort. I was in hopes you would fear- 
lessly recogniieour race according to your 
professions. Yoa have placed yourself 
on record, and the Associated Press will 
send it broadcast through the land." 

The same paper farther along in its 
account of the proceedings of the oon- 
vention,Baid : 

G. W. Boeling, of Stanford, colored, 
got the floor and oommenced a speech at 
12 o'clock midnight. Points of order 
were made, but the Chair was helpless. 
The floknad delegates arose all through 
the house and insisted that their repre- 
sentatives should be allowed to speak. 

A Voioa— "Yoa have shot ns off the 
ticket; yoo can't shut our mouths." 

A Delegate—" Mr. Chairman, I move 
that we adjourn." 

A Delegate— "I rise to a point of order. 
Yod can not make a motion while the 
speaker lias the floor. The colored man 
haa just as mooh right to speak as any 
one." 

A Colored Delegate — "You want our 
votee, but you also want all the offices ; 
the Demoemts do aot want more." 

From thia it looks very much like the 
colored brother was badly mistreated. 
Many of them thought eo, at least, and 
the disaffection haa spread until now a 
State convention has been called to meet 
at Paris on the 6th, 7th and 8th of July.
